The Righteous ſhall be in Everlaſting Remembrance. 


| Mong the ſeveral Encouragements to Vertue 
and good Living, there is none more per- 
{waſive to Noble and Generous Minds,than 
that by their good Deeds they ſhall perpe- 
tuate their Names, and make their Memories preci- 
ous to after Ages. For this State being the Scene of 
Mutability, One Gemeration ſtill paſſung away, and ano- 
ther coming, That which 1s preſent makes the chiefeſt 
part of our Entertainment here; but the Impreſſion 
of things paſt and gone is foon worn out, and the 
Remembrance of Perſons that were before us, cafily 
loſt and forgotten. Virtue alone ſurvives our Fate, 
and lives in the Memories of Poſterity ; and thereby 
purchaſes that Immortality which our frail Condition 
in this lower World will not allow. Though our 
Perſons cannot be priviledged from the Arreſts of 
Death, but early or late we muſt ſtoop to his inevi- 
table Stroak, yet the Names and Memories of good 
Men ſhall be regiſtred in the Records of never dying 
Fame. The righteows ſhall be in everlaſting Remem- 
brance. 

And indeed, miſerable were the State of Mortali- 
ty, were there no hopes to ſurvive in the minds of 
thoſe that live after us: Did we at once ceaſe to be, 
and to be remembred, Death were a diſmal Silence : 
If when our Bodies are conſigned to the Grave, our 
Names alſo muſt be buried in eternal Oblivion, it 
would encreaſe the Horror of thoſe darkſome Caverns, 
and 
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Righteouſneſs Rewarded, 


and Extend the Conquelts of the King of Terrors. But 
the Hopes of being enrolled in the Catalogue of thoſe 
whoſe Names are Perfumed, and their Memories Pre- 
cious : This gives a Comfortable Proſpe& beyond 
Mortality, and refreſhes our drooping Spirits with 
the Chearful Aſſurance of an Everlaſting Remem- 
brance, | 

And what greater Encouragement can we hare to 
Virtue and Piety > Or what can be more neceſſary 
to alleviate the Miſeries of Mortality, and allay thoſe 
ſhivering Fears that ariſe from the Senſe of our own 
Frailty, or the Grief that attends the loſs of our 
neareſt Friends, and deareſt Comforts of this Life ? 
For alaſs! We need no other Argument of our own 
tranſitory Vanity then the Experience of all that have 
gone before us, in the Charaders of whoſe Duſt we 
may Read our own Epitaphs. We have frequent In- 
ſtances of Humane Frailty, and oftentimes ſad ones 
too; Witneſs that which now lyes before us. Ore, 
who ought to be had in Remembrance, and will cer- 
tainly be ſo among all that knew his Worth, who 
are no fewer at leaſt then they that knew his Perſon. 
Oze, whoſe loſs cannot eaſily be forgotten, being as 
generally lamented now he 18 dead, as he was unut- 
verſally beloved while he was alive, Oze, whoſe 
loſs is as extenſive as was his Influence, and may be 
Read in the forrowful and dejected looks of all here 
preſent. And were but Tears ſufficient to enſhrine 
his Memory, your Orator could more caſily bear a 
part, than in the juſt Tribute of his deſerved Praiſe, 
Which he can better conceive then expreſs ; but is too 
much affeCted with the inward Senfe to be able to 
give a Deſcription of it, He had long fince learnt, 


but never till now ſo intimately experienced, that

Cure hues loquuntur, ingentes ſtupent, That little Paſ- 
ſions eaſily find vent and di:burthen themſelves, 
whilft great Occations of Gricf and Sorrow lye long 
ſmothcred, and cannot without difiiculty be expreſt, 
And therefore I hope my Concern may Apologize for 
mein what I ſhall fall ſhort, tho I ſhall endeavour to 
enbalm his Memory after the Modern Invention,with- 
out Mangling, Cutting, or Wounding. Now that we 
may hear him tho dead, yet ſpeaking to xs, and his Ex- 
_ ample may be (however Silent) yet prevailing Ora- 


fory with us, I ſhall rſt enforce the Arguments which 


theſe Words contain to Virtve and Piety, that we 
may learn to imitate the Righteozs 1n his Life, that 
ſ2> we may (hare with him in his Remembrance after 
Death. | 

The Words I take to be plain' and intelligible ; 
and ſuppoſe that every one that is but meanly Con- 
 verſant inScripture knows, that Righteouſneſs (clpect- 
ally in this Book of Pſalms, and that of Proverbs ) 
is taken ſometimes 1n a general and complex Notion, 
as comprehenſive of all Religion, ſometimes in a 
particular and reſtrained Senſe, for the Virtue of 
Charity and Liberality. 1 ſhall diſcourſe of it chiefly 
in its general Acception. 

- The Words may be underſtood two ways ; ei- 
ther, 

Firſt, As an Argument to perſwade to Noble and Vir- 
tnous Undertakings. 

Or Secondly, As a Deſcription of that laſting Glory 
and Renown which Men purchaſe by their Righteonſneſs 
and Virtue, Who would not tread the Paths of 
Righteouſnels, that conſiders that therein he is ſure 


to meet with Honour and Glory 2 And he that 


keeps cloſe to thoſe Paths ſhall certainly be ren 
B 2 E 
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ed with Renown and Praiſe. So that conſider them 
with Reference to our ſclves, ard they are a 8purr 
to Viitue: with Relation to others, and they are a 
Trumpet to their Fame. We'll firft examine how co- 
gent an Argument, and effcctual inducement to 
Righteouſneſs it is to be had in Remembrance = And 
next ſee how the Riehteows Perſon has deſerved it, 
and in what Scnſe he {hall zever be forgotger. 

I confider the Words as an Argument to perſwade 
to Virtuous and Noble Undertakings, in as much as 
by the Practice of Righteouſneſs men certainly arrive 
at Eſteem and Honour. There is ſomething of Am 
bition twiſted 1n our very Natures, which grows up 
with us, and diffuſes it ſelf through the whole courſe 
of our Actions. Ambition I call it, tho perhaps it 
deſerves a better Name, being not the Vice ſomuch 
as the bent of our Nature ; our Natural Inclination 
rather then a flaw in our Conſtitution, and does not 
debaſe, but rather perfect our Nature. Now this 
as it 1s moſt apparentin great Spirits, ſo does it then 
produce eff: ts Worthy of it ſelf when it meets with 
a Gallant Temper and Generous diſpotition of Mind. 
Yea, it often lurks where it is openly diſclaimed and 
diſavowed : We have Stories enough to Witneſs 
how many Sparks of Ambition have oft layn ſmothe- 
red and raked up under Sackcloath and Aſhes, and 
how much Pride is oft concealed under the vayle of 
comely, but affected Humility. Yea the greateſt 
decryers of Applauſe and Glory, have oft been its 
moſt eager Purſuers, and they that have writ Tra&@s 

againſt Vajiz-Glory have prefxt their Names to their 
cacons Works, leſt the World ſhould either not take notice 
Fid. of them or forget to praiſe them, more orleſsit levens 
Sonar, moſt Men, who fain would be what they think they 
lays. ought 
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j ought to be, and ſo imagine themſelves greater then 
; indeed they are. Men ( Narciſſus like ) firſt, fall 
| in love with themſelves, and then the Pleaſure they 
take in fancying their own Worth, enflames them 
with defire that others be acquainted with it. Thus 
a Secret Ambition Spirits Mens Deſigns, and to pur- 
chaſe a Name ſets them on Work: To this the World 
owes its greateſt Undertakings, and its Worthyes in 
all Ages have here caſt the Anchor of their Hopes, 
tho they have ſallyed out from diſtant Ports, and 
ſteer'd divers Courſes, aud their deſires have all cen- 
tred 1n this one point, to have their Names inſerted 
into the Catalogue of the Worlds Worthies, and be 
enrolled among the Sons of Fame. Thus many have 
attempted to climb up to the height of Hoxour, that 
they may be in view of all the World : Others have 
thirſted for Power and Soteraicnty, that their Names 
may ſtrike Terror into the Sons of Men : Some have 
Studyed to eternize their Names by Wiſdome : O- 
thers by Acts of Bounty and Beneficence : Yea ſome 
have embraced Death that their Fame might Survive 
their Lives : And too many inferiour Souls make 
them(clves Notorious by their YVices, and fo their 
Names be recorded to Poſterity, care rot tho they 
be the Brands of Shame and Infamy. 

But he has made the Happy Choice who is. known 
to the World only by his Virtzes, and' is Famous fox 
his good Deeds. For 'tis the great Prerogative of Vir- 
tue to be beholden to-none but her (If, and its Prai- 
ſes are as it ſelf Immortal. « apela x; Davin dura. 
Virtue ſurvives Mortality, and lives in the Names 
and. Memories of its Deceaſed Patrons, and gives the 
trueſt Title to an amIiwns. And herein lyes the 
Advantage that Righteouſneſs gives above any other 


Pre» 
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Pretenders to Fame 2nd Glorg, that us Luitie cannot 
be leſſened by any Tract of time, bur rather encrea- 
{cs with continuance, and Shines more Bright and 
Glorious : Whereas other Monuments of Fame are 
Vorn cut and eaten wich the Ruſt of 1T7we, or Wi- 
thered with the Blatts ef Envy, and atter a few 
years Conſume and Peiitn, So the Founders of Bas 
Le], vino fad, 1 vs izake ws a Name, and thought 
to cternize themfilves by building a Tower high as 
their own Awbitior, hid their Names buried in the 
Ruines of that Fruitiets attempt 5 When as Pious A- 
bel tho Sacrificed on his own Altar to his Brothers 
Malice, yet has his early Piety tranſmitted to Poſte- 
rity, and ſhall through all Ages be known by the 
Epithet of Righteous Avel, The Favours of Fortune, 
Riches, Power, or Honour, may ſecure a Mans Cre- 
dit while he lives , but if he have no other Deſerts, 
his Fame will expire with him - Theſemight beget 
him Admirers who through Fear or Flattzry would 
cry him up whilſt alive, who when dead would be 
ready firit to trample on him. For tho Vice may at 
firſt Sight dazzle MznsEyes, and G!ow-worm-like caſt 


a glimmering in the Night, yet its Luſtre vaniſhes 


when Men diſcern what it is; and time diſcovers the 
Impoſture : Whereas Virtue if for ſome while it lye 
hid and obſcured, yet at laſt uſually it breaks out 
with the greater ſplendor, and makes Men con- 
demn their own Blindneſs that did not ſooner diſco. 
ver its Worth and Excellency, and ſuch is its attra- 
Rive Comelineſs that it eaſily captivates the behold- 
ers, and Men cannot but admire and commend itin 
others, tho they are ſenſible of the want of it in 


themſelves. 
This 


; 
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This made the Ancient Worthys of the World, who 
bettered the Age they lived in by their good Exam- 
ples, be deifyed for it even by their Contemporaries, 
who tho greater in Power and Place, yet wanted 
Virtne to make them much greater then indeed they 
were. Thus Nizrods mighty Power tho it made him 


great and terrible, yet could never procure him A- . 


oration, whilſt others far inferior in Dominion and 
Sovereignty, yet excelling him in Goodneſs, were 
honoured for their Virtze whilſt alive, and worſhip- 
ped for it after they were dead. And if it happen that 
Righteows Perſons live without any notice taken of 
them, and dye unregarded, yet the World has made 
them amendsby ſetting an higher eſtimate upon their 
Worth, becauſe they ſo long looked of it ; and be- 
ing they did not value them enough whilſt living, 
they have oft deified them when dead. It was this 
gave Birth to moſt of the Heathey Gods, viz, The 
Eſteem the World had for their Virtue and Good- 
neſs : For being they were the beſt of Mer here, 
they thought it pitty they ſhould be any leſs then 
Gods hereafter. 

Thus Virtue never miſſes her reward, but finds it 
if not here, 1n a future State. And who would not 
run where the Prize 1s certain £ Or who would re- 
fuſe to Fight where the Victory aſſures a Crown ? 
What more pleaſing motive to Mans Ambitiows tem- 
per,. which makes him greedy of Applauſe and Re- 
nown, then to propoſe that ty nis Choice, in whoſe 
embraces he is ſure to rieet w:.h his defired Content? 
What more forcible enducemcut to Religion and Piety, 
than to be aſſured that it will procure the moft du- 
rable and untainted Reputation © Would the Men 
of Honour ſeriouſly weigh this, they would caſily be

convinced, that the Crown of Glory is not to be attai- 
ned but in the way of Righteouſneſs. 

Secondly, And ſol paſs on to conſider the Words 
as a Deſcription of that laſting Renown which Men 
purchaſe by their Righteouſneſs and Virtue ; to ſhew 
how they ſhall be in Remembrance. The Pſalmiſt tells 
us (Verſe 9.) His Righteouſneſs remaineth for ever, his 
Horn ſhall be exalted with Honour. The latter referrs 
to this Life, the former to his future Happineſs : He 
ſhall be honoured by Men here, and rewarded by God 
hereafter. 

Firſt, He ſhall be had in Honour here. The Son 
of Syrach tells us, there be that have left a Name behind 
them, that their Praiſes might be reported: And there bs 
which have no Memorial: who are periſhed as if they never 
had been, and are become as tho they had never been bory, 
and their Children after them. But theſe were Mer: 
whoſe Righteouſneſs hath not been forgotten, and he 
adds, their Glory ſhall not be blotted out. Glory not 
only belongs to the Righteows, but 1s peculiarly en- 
tail'd on their Poſterity. The Reaſon of this is that 


Obligation of Gratitude which Nature her ſclf lays 


upon Men : Praiſe and Eſteem 1s juſtly due to merit, 
and therefore Nature which Commands us to be juſt, 
obliges us to pay the Tribute of Eſteem and Praife 
where it is due, And. never was there any Law 
made, nor need we any to bind us to this, Syper- 
vacuum enim eſt in id quod imus impelli ( as Seneca 
rightly obſerved) we need not the force of Humane 
Laws where Natxre has pre-engaged us. And all 
Men do it 3 even Sinners love thoſe that love them 9, 
x of eS1144t ({0 it was anciently Read) even the Gez- 


tiles do {o. 
And

And this being the bent of our Nature, makes the 
Impreſſions of Gratitude proportionable to the Be- 
nefits we have received - In which is founded both 
our Religion to God, our Honour to our Parents, and 
our Obedience to our Syperiors. 

For ſince in God we live, and move, and have our ; 
being, we ſhould be highly ingrateful if we did not 2g. 

acknowledge that we owe all that we have to him. 
But what ſhall we render to the Lord for all his Benefits? 
Our Goods extend not to him : 'The Divine Beati- 
tude receives no Acceſſion from- any .thing we can 
do, or beſtow : Yet to adore him for his Bounty, 
and eſteem his Kindneſs, and Worſhip him with Fear 
and Reyerence, theſe are Dutyes which even Grati- 
tude calls for to ſo great a Benefaftor. And to our 
Natural Parents, what can we pay leſs for their ten- 
der Care of us in our helpleſs Infancy,” than Reſpe& 
and Honour, and a like careful Regard of them in 
their decrepit Age ® And the ſame debt we owe to 
our Princes and Governours, under whoſe happy 
Influence we enjoy the Bleſlings of Peace and Safe- 
ty, which juſtly Merit the Returnes of Obedience 
and Loyalty. Thus the Obligations of Gratitude 
are of large Extent : and thereon too is founded the 
Honourable Remembrance of Virtuous and Wor- 
thy Men, and a conſtant Tribute of Praiſe paid to 
their Memories by grateful Poſterity. 

To this I add, that in this reſpe& chiefly may that 
promiſe ſeem to be made good, wherein Godlineſs 
hath the Promiſe of this Life, Namely of that which is _. 
moſt valuable in this World : And what that is, let aca 
the Wiſe Man tell you, A good Name is rather to be 
choſen than great Riches (Proverbs 22. 1.) and ( Ec- 
cleſiaſtes 7. 1.) 4A good — better than precious 


Opnt- 
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Oyztment. For th2 great Happineſs of this World 
conlifting chicy in ſdea, and being more imagina- 
ty than Real, he that hath a good Name becauſe he 
deferves it, has all the Satisfaftion that he can receive 
in himſeif, ard that others can beſtow : And a Man 
cannot be more Happy than in a well acquired Re- 
putation, and an Eſteem juſtly purchaſed by his 
Worth and Merit. And tho Virtue be many times 


' the only Reward to it ſelf, yet God is oftentimes plea-

{ed to Crown Righteoulneſs with Glory here, for 
an Encouragement to others, and the Praiſe of then: 
that dowell. 

But theſe are only Generals. I mention two or 
three Particulars wherein will be more evident, that 
there is no ſuch real Honour, or defirable Glory, as 
accrews even here to Men from their Righteouſneſs 
and good Deeds. And that. 1. [z the deſign of God. 
2. 1n the Opinion of Men. 

1. 1 the Deſign of God, Who hath contrived eve- 


ry thing for the Advantage and Encouragement of _ 


Virtue and real Goodneſs. God hath ſaid, them, © 


that Honour meg. I will Honour. Now Righteouſneſs 
is his Image, and bears a great Likeneſs and Refem- 
blance to him; and as he delights to fee it in the Sors 
of Men, ſo he is pleaſed to Eſteem himſelf honou- 
red thereby : Which made the Wiſe Man. { when 
advifing to the Practice of it) fay, hereby thou ſhalt 


find Favour and good Underſtanding in the Sight of 


God and Man. And it is the Voice of Righteoul- 
neſs, Who ſo findeth me ſhall obtain Favonr of the Lord. 
Yea it is Gods promiſe to the Righteous, 1 will deli- 
wer him, and bring him to Honour. And David thus 
triumphed in his Abundant Senſe of the Divine Fa- 
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nicorn : I ſhall be anointed with freſh Oyl, intimating 
the Honour and Dignity that he would conferr on 
him. Hence ſuch Men are mentioned in Gods Word 
with Appellations of Honour : Abraharr his Friend, 
Moſes his Servant, David a man after his own Heart, 
Nathanael an Ijraelite indeed, in whom there is no 
Guile. And their Virtues are recorded as the laiting 
Trophies of their Glory and Renown: The Faith of 
the Patriarchs, the Mecknefs of Moſes, the Patience 
of Job, the Uprightneſs of Foſrah, the Conſtancy of 
Daniel,to the Honour of their Memories and thePraiſe 
of their Righteouſneſs, which the Sox of Syrach thus 
Summs up, Alliheſe were honoured in their Generations, 
and were theGlory of their Times : They have left a Name 
betind them that theirPraiſes might be reported. 


' The Holy Spirit of God which inſpired the Au- 
thors of Sacred Writ, hath affixt Characters of Re- 
nown, and Remarks of Praiſe, to the Names of Re- 
ligious and good Men: And Honourable are the Ti- 
tles of the Righteous, equal even to Kings and Prin- 
ces : For when in one Evangeliſt it is ſaid, Kings 
deſired to ſee Chriſt's day, \t is ſaid in another, Righte- 
ous Men deſired to ſee it : For they are Srwv mxidts, 
the Sox: of God, the Children of the moſt high, and 
God himſclt diſdains not to be called their Father. 
And Chrift the Son of God is become their Elder 
Brother, fince he came into the World for the ſake 
of Righteouſneſs, and hath exalted Humane Nature 
to the higheſt pitch of Dignity, by uniting it to his 
own Divinity. And the Holy Ghoſt contributes no 
leſs to the Honour of the Righteous whom he condi- 
ſcends to inhabit as his Temple : And greater Ho- 


nour cannot be done to Mortal Nature than to lodg 
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Oy:tment. For the great Happineſs of this World 
conliſting chic)y in {dea, and being more imagina- 
1y than Real, he that hath a good Name becauſe he 
deferves it, has all the Satisfaction that he can receive 
in himſelf, ard that others'can beſtow : And a Man 
cannot be more Happy than in a well acquired Re- 
putation, and an Fſteem juſtly purchaſed by his 
Worth and Merit. And tho Virtue be many times 


. the only Reward to it ſelf, yet God is oftentimes plea-

{cd to Crown Righteouſneſs with Glory here, for 
an Encouragement to others, and the Praiſe of them 
that do well. 

But theſe are only Generals. I mention two or 
three Particulars wherein will be more evident, that 
there is no ſuch real Honour, or defirable Glory, as 
accrews even here to Men from their Righteouſneſs 
and good Deeds. And that. 1. [z the deſtgn of God. 
2. 1n the Opinion of Men. 

1. 1 the Deſign of God, Who hath contrived eve- 
ry thing for the Advantage and Encouragement of 


Virtue and real Goodneſs. God hath ſaid, thexs, © 


that Honour meg. I will Honour. Now Righteouſneſs 
is his Image, and bears a great Likeneſs and Refem- 
blance to him; and as he delights to fee it in the Sons 
of Men, ſo he is pleafed to Efteem himſelf honou- 
red thereby : Which made the Wiſe Man. { when 
advifing to the Practice of it) ſay, hereby thou ſhalt 
find Favour and good Underſtanding in the Sight of 
God and Man. And it is the Voice of Righteoul- 
neſs, Who ſo findeth me ſhall obtain Favour of the Lord. 
Yea it is Gods promiſe to the Righteous, 1 will deli- 
wer him, and bring him to Honour. And David thus 
triumphed in his Abundant Senſe of the Divine Fa- 
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nicorn > I ſhall be anointed with freſh Oyl, intimating 
the Honour and Dignity that he would conferr on 
him. Hence ſuch Men are mentioned in Gods Word 
with Appellations of Honour : Abraharr his Friend, 
Moſes his Servant, David a man after his own Heart, 
Nathanael an Iſraelite indeed, in whom there is no 
Guile. And their Virtues are recorded as the laiting 
Trophies of their Glory and Renown : The Faith of 
the Patriarchs, the Meckneſs of Moſes, the Patience 


of Job, the Uprightneſs of Joſiah, the Conſtancy of 


Daniel,to the Honour of their Memories and thePraiſe 
of their Righteouſneſs, whichthe Sor of Syrach thus 
Summs up, All theſe were honoured in their Generations 
and were theGlory of their Times : They have leſt a Name 
beind them that their Praiſes might be reported. 


The Holy Spirit of God which inſpired the Au- 
thors of Sacred Writ, hath afftixt Characters of Re- 
nown, and Remarks of Praiſe, to the Names of Re- 
ligious and good Men: And Honourable are the Ti- 
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tles of the Righteous, equal even to Kings and Prin- 


ces - For when in one Evangeliſt it 1s faid, Kings 
deſired to ſee Chriſt's day, it is ſaid in another, Righte- 
ous Mzn deſired to ſee it : For they are Jrwy maids, 
the Son: of God, the Children of the moſt high, and 
God himſelf diſdains not to be called their Father. 
And Chrift the Son of God is become their Elder 
Brother, ſince he came into the World for the ſake 
of Righteouſneſs, and hath exalted Humane Nature 
to the higheſt pitch of Dignity, by uniting it to his 
own Divinity. And the Holy Ghoſt contributes no 
leſs to the Honour ofthe Righteous whom he condi- 
ſcends to inhabit as his Temple : And greater Ho- 


nour cannot be done to Mortal Nature than to lodg 
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ſo Noble a Gueſt, to entertain God himſelf, and 
converſe with Divinity. And if Righteouſneſs be ſo 
honoured by the Sacred Trinity, we may conclude its 
Eſteem 1s great amongſt their Glorious Attendants, 
the winged Train of Azgels and Arch-Angels : And fo 
Scripture tells us of them, they rejoyce to Miniſter 
for the good of ſuch Men while they live, they re- 
ceive the Souls of ſuch as dye in the Lord with Joy 
and Triumph, and tranſport theminto the Regions of 
Reſt and Bliſs. 


Secondly, Righteouſnes 3s Honourable in the Opins- 
ons of Mex. I mean of all Sober and Rational Men, 
and the eſtimate of all others I reckon of ſmall value. 
I know the Devil has long ſought to obtrude upon 
the World what he taught Macchiavel to infinuate 
that Religion and Righteouſneſs are low and mean 
Principles, unfit for Governours, and great Men 3 
and has hoped to laugh them out of Countenance, 
and render them ridiculous by his Agents, Prophane 
and Atheiſtical Men. But Wiſdome is juſtified of bey 
Children, and in ſpite of Hell and Sinners, Virtue 
has yet the Vogue of the World, and Vice (tho too 
oft in Faſhion ) could never yet obtain an Univerſa! 
Reputation and Eſteem. No, *tis Vice alone that is 
ſordid and contemptible. Toy yg:wy ty Tipuor. Plat. 
All Wickednefs is diſhonourable , and Sin the Dif- 
grace both of our Natures and Perfons. It brings 
diſgrace to Families, and wounds the Reputation of 
the Great Ones : It ſtains the Blood, and leaves a 
mark of Infamy on the Pedigree - It Expoſes Men 
to Scorn and Contempt,and makes their Names odi- 
ous to Poſterity. Whereas Righteouſneſs enobles 


Men, and adds Degrees of Worth to Perſons of Ho- 
nour, 
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nour, and Advances the Reputation of the great | 
Ones of the World. Chiefly in three things, i 

Firſt, It makes their Perſons valuable. For 'tis | 
Goodneſs enly in ConjunQtion with Greatneſs that | 
makes Men truly Honourable, and Power and Gran- | 
deur without Piety is but what the Apoſtle ſays of 
other Graces without Charity, as ſounding Braſs, and 
a tinckling Cymbal. = The great Titles of the World 
are but empty Names without the Addition of Vir- 
tue, and they only have been truly great who have 
been exemplary therein. my afiwug ar, pin; s 5 It 
is Virtue alone that is deſervedly Honourable, and 
hath always crowned its Followers with Eſteem and 
Renown. Heathen Rowe was not more Famous 
for the extent of its Dominiors than for the Virtues 
of its Inhabitants: Which made Saint Augyſtin ſay of 
them, that tho God would not give them Heaven 
becauſe they were Heathens, yet he gave them the 
| Empire of the World, becauſe they were Virtuous. 

So true 1s that of the Wiſe Max (adviſing to the 
Heavenly Wiſdome of being Religious.) Exalt her Proca. 8.6. 
and ſhe ſhall promote thee : She ſhall bring thee to Ho- yy 
our when thou doſt embrace her : She ſhall give to thine 


Head an Ornament of Grace, a Crown of Glory ſhall ſhe 
deliver to thee. 


Secondly, It makes their Memories precious. *Tis 
their Names that are delivered down to Poſterity 
with Characters of Renown, who have been Good 
as well as Great, and they ſhall be had in Honour 
when the Sons of Fame ſhall ſleep in the Duſt of Ob- 
livion, and their Names rot with their Monuments. 
'Tis true the Memory of the wicked is Tometimes alſo 
tranſmitted to after Ages, as it is faid of Froſtratws, 
that he fired the Temple of Diana only to get 


him a 


Name, 
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Name, tho 1t were never mentioned without that 
brand of Infamy. But we may ſay of all ſuch what 
our Saviour dots of the giver of Offences, It were 
better for that Man if he had never been born : Tt were 
better to have our Names buried in Eternal Silence, 
than to have them (like Jeroboams) made the eNote 
of Infamy, and the Monuments of our Shame. But 
a good Name is a (weet Perfume, and Righteouſneſs 
mak«©s Men Immortal, and Virtue outlaſts the Suc- 
ceſſlion of Agcs. Let Solomon's words conclude this, 
The Memory of the Juſt is Bleſſed, but the Name of the 
FVicked ſhall Rot : And again, as the Whirlwind paj- 
ſeth, ſo is the Wicked no more, but the Righteous 3s an 
Everlaſting Foundation. 

Thirdly, [t m2kes their loſs great aud Onvaluable.Alals! 
the World is not ſcofible what Advantages good Mer 
bring and ſecure to it : tho 1t be ſpared for the few 
Righteous Sake that are therein, tho its Bleſſings be 
derived chiefly from them, yet generally it is not 
known, or not regarded. But when we are depri- 
ved of them, then we become ſenſible of their loſs 
as we do of other good Things, carenao magis quan 
ſruendo, more by the want than the Edjoyment of 
them, and then begin to grow ſenfible how much 
we ſuffer by their abſence, when we have no Hopes 
ever to behold them preſent again. We dayly part 
with our Friends and Acquaintance, and however 
their Relations may be afftiited, the World in gene- 
ral ſeems little concerned, nor lofes much by its 
but when the Righteous Periſheth, whoſe Example 
was ſo prevalent, whoſe Excellence was ſo admira- 
ble, whoſe Influence was fo Beneficial, it ſpreads a 
Darkneſs over all the Nezghborhood, and Clouds all 
Faces with the Blackncſs of Sorrow and —_ 

| hen 
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When they are taken away who have left but few 
like behind them, then Men too late begin to be af- 


feted with their Worth, and recount their Praiſes, + 


and pay their firſt Veneration in Mournful Obſequies, 
andattend them to theirlong home with ſuch a paſ- 
ſionate Proceſſ;on, as we read of David and his Men 
to Mount Ol:zet, ( 2 Sam. 15. 30.) and David went 
up by the aſcent of Mount Olivet, and wept as he went 
vp, and all the People that was with him went up,weeping 
as they went up. 

A Solemn Lamentation, and day of bitter Sorrow 
and Mourning that was : And would to God we had 
not this days ſad Occaſion to parallel that Proſpect of 
Sorrow and Sadneſs; to (ce all the People Weeping, 
in a Senſe of their loſs, tor the value of his Perſon, 
to the Honour of his M-mory, for all theſe Confpire 
this day to ſwell the Channel of our Grief, and no 
worder then toſce it ſo freely burſt out. 

Which leads me to another Subj<&, of which 
much more may be ſaid than I have hitherto di- 
ſcourſed of this, could my time allow it, or your 
patience bear it. Ore, who ought to be had in Re- 
membrance, and Ihope it will be as everlaſting as this 
Place and its Inhabitants ;1 wilh I knew how to:con- 
tribute to its Duration by ſuch a Character of his 
Worth as you expect, and Iam ſure he well deſerved. 
I have this to Encourage me, that I can ſcarce men- 
tion any thing to his Praiſe, of which I have not as 
many Witneſſes, as Auditors : but withal this diſcou- 
ragement, that I muſt conclude his -Charafter as the 
Dueen of Sheba did of Solomon's Glory, balf hath not 
been ſpoken. *Tis fomctimes the Orator's infelicity 
that his Subject 1s too Coptous 3 and now 1f{'ever in- 
oper me Copia fecit, where ſo much is to be ſaid, it 

1s 
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1s not ealy to know where to begin, yet more dift- 
cult to know where to make an end. 

I will not therefore detain you with every thing 
that may be ſaid, and moſt of you know; nor trace 
his CharaCter through all the Relations he ſtood in ; 
as 1n his Dozeſtick Capacity and Government , 
wherein was remarkable, the Chaſtneſs of his Con- 
Jjugal love ( which was mutually anſwered, and reſem- 
bled the Shine of two Tapers, lighted but with one Flame) 
the goodneſs of a Father's Care, and the Sweetneſs of 
a Maſter's Rule. But I am loth to touch on this, 
being too tender a Theme both for you to hear, and 
me to enlarge upon, and would ſerve only to ſwell 
that Channel of grief which the deſign of this diſcourſe 
1s to aſſwage. | | 

I will but mention his Hoſpitality and good Houſe- 
keeping : Plenty and Wellcome were never wanting at 
his Table; and he was not like the Churle that loved 
to eat his Morſel alone - no man entertained both 
acquaintanceand Strangers with greater Freedomand 
Afﬀability. 

I am loth to omit his kind and obliging Temper, 
which made him always Grateful and Acceptable, and 
that Generous Kindneſs and Chearfulneſs of Spirit 
which was always diſcernable in him toward his Te- 
rants, Dependants, and Followers. 

And what was Kindneſs towards all, was Charity 
to every one that ſtood in need of it, and he had not 
only a chearful Heart but a liberal Hand, which I ne- 
ver knew contracted or ſhut up, when any juſt Oc- 
cafion call'd him to ſtretch it out 3 but I have oft 
been a Witneſs of his forward Bounty, that he might 

provoke others by the Example of his own chearfu] 


Liberality : Nor did he diſperſe only what was ſu- 
perfluous 


———— 
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ſaperfluousto himſelf, but what was needful to others, 
he gave not only the Crums that fell under his Table, 
but caſt his bread upon the Waters, the needy and ne- 
ceſfitous, that (like that thin Element) creep on, cold, 
murmuring, and tremulous. : 

His periogll 2ualifications T cannot at large deci- 
pher 3 nor ſhall inſtancein any negative Virtues; that 
he was not Obnoxious to thoſe Vices which areinct- 
dent to perſons of Place and plentiful Fortune:Not to 
Pride and Cenforiouſneſs : Not to Violence and Op- , $4m.12. 
preſſion: No, he might ſafely expoſtulate in Samels 3: 
words, whoſe Ox,or whoſe Aſs have I taken? or whom 
havel defrauded ? Or whom havel oppreſſed? or of 
whoſe hand have received a Bribe to Blind mine 
eyes therewith £ It is eaſy to acquit himfrom fraud, 
or Malice,from Injury and Injuſtice.from ignoble and 
diſhoneſt Deſigns, fromReach and Circumvention.But, 
privati &% plebeii hominis eſt ut vitio careat. It may be. 
the Character of .a mean and ordinary Perſon tq be 
free from Vice, but for thoſe that exceed others in 
place and quality,itisa ſhame not to outſtripthem too 
jn what 15 Excellent and Commendable. 

I will thereforeinfiſt on two things for which he is 
to be honoured, and I hope will be ſoin a long and 
precious remembrance among all good men, His Reli- 
gion to God, and his unſhaken Loyalty to his Prince: 
Which were equal anduniform through his wholelife. 

I. His Religion was i#rne Proteſtant: Not that of 
late falſcly ſo called, but that which is by Laweſtabliſh- 
ed, the Religion of the Charch of England.” | In which 
he was happily educated and inſtructed in bis greener 
years by thecare and direQion ofthe right Honourable 
yo Earl of Darby; to whom he was entruſted by 

is faithful Guardian John Fleetwood of Penwortham, 
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Eſq ; to whoſe Religious deſigns, and the joynt en- 
deavours of his Virtuous Conſort, he owed the early 
Impreſſions of Piety, and in that Family firſt com- 
menced Proteſtant, and was thence ſentinto the Iſle of 
Man, where the Principles he had already imbibed, 
were ſoon cultivated and improved under the Um- 
brage ofthat Religious, Loyal and Great Max: as in- 
deed his Examplecouldnot but have a prevailing In- 
fluence, who was ſo great a Patriot both of Religion 
and Loyalty, that he dyed for bath. He baing here- 
by Raſbnably retrieved fromthe Errors of Popery (in 
which the reſt of his Relations were trained up) revi- 
ved the Religion of his Azceſtors, and reſtored new 
luftre to his F: amily by the choice of a better Profeſ- 
fion. An happineſs which he thankfully acknowledg- 
ed, and frequently blefled God for, and always own'd 
a grateful Yereration for it, to the Memory of that Ex- 
cellent Perſon, and a true value for his Honourable 
Family. 

Nor did he onely take up his Rebgion upon truſt, 
but underſtood the Corftiturion of it, and acquainted 
himſelf with its Prizciples, and ſtudyed to defend it, 
and was zealous to maintain it, and true to it. So 
falſe was that ſlander (which had no other ground but 
Spite and Ignorance) that he was a Church-Papiſt, a 
Calumny as Black as their Malice that forged it, and 
believed only by them who knew him not. But fo 
blind is ſome mens miſtaken Zeal, as to brand every 
thing to be of 'the Romifh faſhion, that is not ſhap't af- 
ter the Geneve-Cit : and fo ſ{pitefull is ſome mens En- 
vy, that they leave no Engin unplay'd to batter a 
mans reputation - and they well knew that nothing 


would ſooner blaſt his Credit amongſt Yalgar and z#- 


thinking men. But (Godbe thanked) the c—_ is 
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long ſince blown off, and the aſperſion ſo clean wiped 
out,that there remains nothing of it, unlets ſhame in 
them that were ever ſomuch impoſed on as to believe or 
report it. Would, to God we had as much evidence of 
the ſincerity of all mens Profcfiion, as we had of his ; 
manifeſt in all thoſe reſpe&tsby which a man can approve 
bimſelf a faithful Member,and dutifull Son of tiie Church 
of England : v1z. his Conſtant reſort to Gods Houſe and 
Ordinances; his afte&tion tothe Prayers of the' Church, 
and devour joynivgin them and Solemn of afe them 
bothin the Church, and his own Family : his frequentiog 
the Holy Sacrament,not only in puvlick, but alſo his 
deſires of itin private when debarr'd the Priviſedg of 
going up to the Houſe of the Lord: and now more ecf- 
pecially at his latter end, when in view and proſpett of 
death, he reſolved to meet it with the refreſhing Com- 
fort of the Bread of Life. An undeniable Argument, 
not only of the Sincetity of his Profeſſion, but of the 
Power and Influence ofhis Religion, which wasnot on- 
ly even and uniformthrough his Life, but enabled him 
to conclude it with a prous deportment at his death. 
Ofwhichl have the following account froma reverend 
Perſon that miniſtred to his dying comfort. 

* On Eaſter-day in the Morningheearneſtly defired 
<& to receive the bleſſed Sacrament, and whilſt the Ele- 
< ments were preparing I ſuggeſted ſeveral thingspro- 
« per to his Condicion. and askt him ſeveral Qneſti- 
&« ons as to the ſtateof his Sou}, of which he gaveme 
<« a very ſatisfatory account, that he had been ſenfſi- 
« ble of his declining Condition a great while, and 
& hoped that he had made his peace with God : that 
& he was heartily ſorry, and truly penitent forall his 
« Sins, and put his whole truſt in Gods mercy: that 
« hefreely and heartily forgave all men, and as hear- 


« tily deſired forgiveneſs at their hands : and defiring 
D 2 - * abſolu- 
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& abſolution received it with great humility and com- 
« fort, During the Prayers and Celebration of the Sa- 
« crament, I obſerved him to expreſs great Zeal and 
« Devotion, by his ſtedfaſt Jooks, and fixing his eyes . 
«© upon mz, eſpecially at the time of receiving 5 and 
«* alſo by repeating the Prayers after me, which Jaſt 
&« he fay1'dnot to do even within an hour before he 
« dyed : for he continued Senſible to the very laſt, 
< and God was pleaſed to take him to himſelf inacalm 
* and gentle way without any Convullionsof Pain or 
« Impatience. At my laſt waiting on him it was de- 
* fired he might be recommended to the Prayers of 
< the Church, which were then beginning at the 
« Choire, and it was obſervable that he dyed imme- 
<« diately after thoſe Prayers were offered up to God 
« for him. A Comfortable end when the Sou] ex- 
pires in pious raptures, and ardent <jiculations, and 
aſcends up in the incenſe ofdevoutPrayers tothe place 

of reſt and repoſe, 
2aly. But I muſt not forget his Loyalty, which ncxt 
tohisReligion was moſt dear to him,and molt conſpi- 
cuousinhim. And indeed where ſhould we hope to find 
true and ſteady Loyalty, butin a genuine Soh of the 
Church of England? In him both commenced together, 
and he gave early proofs of his Loyalty in an Age 
wherein it was judgeda Crime : when Rebe/ionlook'd 
gay with ſucceſs, and Sacrilege had Providence to 
gild it over, yet even then he Judged not the Cauſe 
by its Succeſs, but the righteouſneſs of it, and durſt 
be honeſt in ſpite of bad times. And ſince God in his 
mercy turn'd the Captivity of our Sioz, how firm and 
unſhaken his Fidelity and Alleigance have been, how 
loyal his endeavours in all the relations of his 
publick qualifications, or private Capacity, 15 = 
| well 
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well known to need either a Deſcription or En- 
largement. 

The King (who is agreat Judg of Men, and was 
well acquainted with his Worth) entruſted him with 
thoſe Offices which witneſſed the Eſteem he had both 
of his Faithfulneſs and Ability, and received ſo good 
| an Account of the Diſcharge of his Truſt in each re- 
ſpe&, and ſuch undeniable Aſſurances of his Aﬀe- 
Gion both to His Perſon and Government, that he 
not only Honoured him with a peculiar reſpe&, but 
was pleaſed to beſtow thoſe Marks of His Royal Fa- 
v0ur on himſcifand Family, which teſtifyed the juſt 
Sence he had of his Deſerts and Honeſty, 

His Conntry judged him a true Patriot no leſs then 
a good SubjeF, and therefore made choice of him for 
their Repreſentative in Parliament, 1n which Station 
he ſerved many Years with great Diligence and 
Faithfulneſs; and in the Receſles of that Publick Em- 
ploy, was not leſs ſerviceable to his Countrey at 
Home, then Faithful to their Intereſt Abroad : For 
he was a Conſtant Attender on all Publick Buſineſs, 
and evermore Active and Induſtrious in the S:rvice 
'of His King and Conntrey, which he always preferi'd 
before any Diverſions of his own, or ( what was 
moſt gratefal to him, ) the Chearful Entertainment 
of his Friend, Not like ſome who live only to them- 
ſelves, but grudg the Publick, any benefit of the Ta- 
lents which God has put-into their Hands ; who 
contrive how to ſpend their Time, Health, and 
Wealth wholly to their own Eaſe and Satisfa&tion ; 
who as if they were born to great Eſtates meerly 
to gratify themſelves, not to do good withal, ſhuffle 
off all Offices of Truſt and Service whereby Men of 


Eſtates and Intereſt may promote the good of the 
Ng, Place 
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Place they live in. But he was ready to ſpend and 
be ſpent for the Common good, which he 
both rightly underſtood and truly valued, ma- 
king all his Defigns ſubſervient to the great end of 
Government, the peace and welfare both of Church 
and State, and direQing all his Actions thereunto by 
the conſtant Meaſures of Loyalty and A/egjance. For 
he was none of thoſe who of late ſeemed to have un- 
learnt their Allegiance, and repented of their former 
Logalty : Nor of them who when we were ready to 
be overwhelmed with the Torrent of Popular Mad- 
neſs, were willing to ſwim with the Stream : Nor of 
thoſe who would Trim the Boat, and fo they could 
ſeem to keep it even, care not much which way they 
Sayle. But he was (till theſame Man, and the fame 
good Subject: One who made nothing worſe 3 but 
endeavoured to make every thing better : To fa 
all in a word, One Immovably Honeſt, unalterably Loy- 
al: For which he ſhall live in the Memories of all 
that knew him, and long be had in Hozonr and Re- 
anembrance. 

Secondly, There is yet another part of the Rexren- 
brance behind, which is moſt properly Everlaſting, 
viz. before God hereafter. His Righteouſneſs remain- 
eth for ever (Verſe 9) It ſhall come in Remembrance 
before God, when the Righteous ſhall receive a Re- 
ward, not of Merit indeed, but of Favour ; who 
tho they cannot claim it of right, yet in Gods E- 
ſteem do beſt deſerve itz tho they cannot challenge 
it as a Crown due from his Juſtice, yet they ſhall re- 
ceive it from his Mercy.

And 
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| And could we but raiſe our Souls in Contempla- 
tion high as their Happineſs, it would be a power- 
ful Encouragement to an Imitation of their Virtue: 
For then we ſhould be in ſome Meaſure able to ima- 
gine how mean and deſpicable this Worlds Felicity 
muſt needs appear to Glorifyed Spirits, to whoſe 
compleat Happineſs all the Content and Satisfaction 
we meet with here bears no more Proportion, then 
this ſpot of Earth we tread on to the unbounded 
valtneſs of the wide-Stretch'd Heavens. For when 
they are onceexalted into thoſe Bliſsful Regions, they 
ſhall out-ſhine others in Glory, as far as they out-ſkript 
them in Goodneſs here, and receive a recompenſe of 
reward proportionable to their Righteouſneſs and 
good Deeds; and when the Son of God hasreceived 
them into thoſe manſions of Bliſs which he has pre- 
pared for Holy Souls in the Kingdom of his Father, 
then ſhall their Righteouſneſs break forth as the 
Morning Sun, and exceed the Stars in Luſtre and 
Beauty. The Heathens imagin'd that their deceaſed 
Hero's were transformed into Starrs, and havingen- 
lightned the lower World with their Beneficence and 
good Examples, did after Death aſcend to Gild the 
Heavens with new Light and Brightneſs - and were 
it true, yet it-fallsfar ſhort of thatſplendor that ſhall 
encircle the Irhabitants of the new Jeruſalem, for the :
